A NIGHTMARE OF BUREAUCRACY 

The C P. C. (clino-pathologic-conference) is well known by all 
doctors. This is where we sat in awe as a physician carefully and skill- 
fully dissected the history, physical, x-rays and laboratory procedures of 
the deceased patient to make a correct diagnosis of the unusual or rare 
disease to which the patient succumbed. 


Today a new and modern C. P. C. faces the doctor. It is the Czar- 
Planners and Commissars group. This one, however, not only threatens 
the patient but also the physician. It also is capable of consuming both. 
They have laws, theories, plans, ideas and proposals that attempt to de¬ 
prive the patient and the doctor of freedom of choice^ patient-doctor 
confidentiality, quality medical care and freedom of the individual. 


The C P C. are attacking and counter-attacking on many fronts. 
Tust a few of our problems are: Of the 100 recommendations of the 
Ohio Governor’s Task Force on Health Services one would recommend 
the merger of the State’s seven Blue Cross plans into one organization 
under State control and answerable to a nine-member commission ap¬ 
pointed by the governor and confirmed by the Ohio State Senate. An¬ 
other example of a Health Czar to control physicians, patients and 
hospitals throughout the state by politicians. 

The Certificate of Need is another recent attempt at controlling the 
locations of physicians and the operation of their offices. A group of 
physicians in New Jersey decided to open an additional office in a com¬ 
munity. The N. J. State Health Department issued a "cease and desist 
order,” stating that the group must be granted a Certificate of Need 
before it could operate its new office! In Wisconsin attempts were also 
made to invoke such a certificate as a means of controlling expenditures 
for physicians’ offices, particularly group practices. The action in Wis¬ 
consin has been appealed. 


Confidentiality between a doctor and his patient would not exist if 
left to the C. P. C. 


In Ohio Sen. S. J. Arnoff, R.-8, Cincinnati, fears that there is no 
right of privacy. He accordingly has introduced a bill in the Ohio Gen¬ 
eral Assembly requiring that a citizen would have to consent to having 
personal information about himself stored in a computor. The P.S.R.O. 
law would do away with confidentiality. 

The H.M.O. (Health Maintenance Organizations) would use federal 
tax funds to subsidize by direct grant and by loans the development of 
closed panel prepaid group practice to provide tax subsidized competi¬ 
tors. This is more control by government. 

We need less government intervention in medicine and not more. 
As President Wilson said, "The history of liberty is a history of limita¬ 
tion of government power — never the increase of it.”

“BREAD AND CIRCUSES” 

On January 30, President Nixon proposed that congress allocate $26.3 
billion for federal health programs. Shortly afterward, he proposed a $37.5 
billion national health insurance guaranteeing basic medical benefits for rich 
and poor alike. Thus, within a short period of time the President called for an 
expenditure of $64 billion on health programs. This increased spending of 
federal tax dollars has been proposed by the same President Nixon who has 
said on more than one occasion that the government must be returned to the 
people, who have been relying too long on Washington bureaucrats to take 
care of their every needs. 

Somewhere along the line, we’re going to get socked for all these pro¬ 
posals. Well not only pay higher taxes, because Uncle Sam has no other 
source of revenue, but also more for what we buy because his health insurance 
plan mandates that employers pay two thirds of the coverage premiums. There 
is only one way for business to recover the premiums outlay—charge more for 
products. In addition to paying a third of the premiums, employers also would 
be liable for 25% of medical bills up to a maximum of $1500. 

This brings up a highly paridoxical phenomenon. A recent Louis Harris 
poll shows that there is a deep lack of confidence in the federal government 
with the executive branch being rated the lowest. The same poll shows that 
the medical profession rated the highest among all major institutions. Yet, 
there are those who crusade for government to take over the medical profes¬ 
sion under a sweeping national health insurance law. Make no mistake, my 
colleagues, when the costs of these monstrous programs will skyrocket (and 
they will) the blame will be placed upon us and further restrictions will come 
about leading eventually to complete socialization of medicine. 

This suspiciously resembles the “bread and circuses” programs that 
were given to the Roman masses to take their attention away from the ex¬ 
cesses being committed by their rulers. However, it didn’t prevent the fall of 
the great Roman Empire. If anything, it hastened it. Let’s hope that this is not 
the forecast of our nation!

SANATORIUM FOR SALE — The Mahoning County TB Sanatorium has 
been phased out and the property —IVi acres with hospital, nurses’ home, 
boiler house and garage—is for sale.

SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICE IN DIFFICULTY — Student health services 
in Youngstown’s public schools are operating on a week-to-week basis due 
to financial problems. The program currently employes 2 registered nurses, 
6 practical nurses, 6 health aides and 1 secretary, financed in part by funds 
from an Emergency Employment Act grant. A physician and dental hygienist 
are also available.

WELFARE SCREENING PROGRAM ACTIVATED — The Mahoning 
County Welfare Department began its “Early Periodic Screening Diagnosis 
and Treatment” program in February. The Department expects to check 9,300 
children under Aid to Dependent Children program plus others not defined. 
The program is mandated by the Federal government for states taking part in 
Title 19 programs.

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EDWARDS SAYS REPEAL PSRO 


Marvin H. Edwards, Oklahoma 
attorney and congressional candidate, 
told members of four professional 
organizations that the PSRO law can 
be repealed. Edwards spoke at the 
March 19th meeting of the Mahoning 
County Medical Society attended by 
members and wives of the 10th Dis¬ 
trict Academy of the Ohio Osteopa¬ 
thic Medical Aossociation, the Cory- 
don Palmer Dental Society and the 
Mahoning County Bar Association. 

In what was judged by many to 
be one of the finest talks ever pre¬ 
sented at a Medical society meeting, 
Atty. Edwards traced the history of 
National Health Insurance legislation and the current status of a multitude 
of NHI plans. He reviewed the efforts to repeal the PSRO law and stated 
that any repeal movement must have the full cooperation of the medical 
profession. He felt that the desire for repeal was present at the grass-roots level 
and that doctors must make this known in strong terms to AMA leadership. 

Edwards is the former editor of “Private Practice” magazine, and author 
of the book, “Hazardous to Your Health.” He was introduced by Dr. C. 
Conner White, program chairman. 

In a brief business meeting, Dr. W. E. Sovik, chairman of the OSMA 
committee of Health Manpower, discussed his committee’s work and attempts 
of the committee to find out the opinions of Ohio doctors concerning physi¬ 
cians’ assistants. Following his discussion, a motion was passed putting the 
Mahoning County Medical Society on record as being opposed to the concept 
of physicians’ assistants. 

In further business, the first reading was given to a proposed constitu¬ 
tional amendment tightening the qualifications for election to the office of 
Delegate and Alternate Delegate to the Ohio State Medical Association. The 
second reading and vote will be made at the May 21st meeting. The proposed 
amendment is printed elsewhere in the Bulletin. 

Other business included the election of Bohumila Slabochova, M.D. to 
intern-resident membership, and the reading of a letter of commendation to 
Dr. Oscar Clark for his letter of criticism to HEW in regard to precertification. 
A motion was passed that Dr. Clark be asked to oppose other undesirable 
aspects of PSRO. Dr. John C. Melnick, president, presided.

FORTY YEARS AGO — APRIL 1934 

The Medical-Dental Bureau came into existence that month and this is 
how it was started. The younger, progressive element in the Society wished 
to start a service agency to handle the business of the members. Dr. R. B. 
Poling was chairman of a committee working on it. The older conservative 
members were strongly opposed to anything but educational activities and the 
Society was split wide open. 

No progress was being made when a fire-ball named McGhee who was 
running the Akron Medical Bureau came over here and offered to help. Why 
he came or for what reward, we never determined but all he ever got was 
free food and entertainment, the last item quite extensive. His plan was simple 
and workable: Set it up outside the Society, invite the dentists to join and 
limit membership to those in good standing in their respective Societies. That 
gave it respectability and freedom to manage its own affairs. Thirty of us put 
in ten dollars each at a meeting down at the Rip Tavern (these were depres¬ 
sion days and ten dollars meant something). Later forty-five more joined, 
which gave us enough capital to start an office with three telephone girls and 
a telephone switchboard. 

Those of you who take for granted a smoothly operating Bureau do not 
know of the long hours spent to get it going. McGhee would come over from 
Akron every Saturday afternoon and the Board (J. B. Nelson, McCurdy, Skipp, 
Hayden, Hathhorn, Poling, Chessrown, Fuzy and this writer) would meet 
with him at the Tod Hotel in sessions that would break up on Sunday morning. 

We got the thing going and soon had a full time manager. There is not 
a better Medical-Dental Service Bureau now in Ohio, or anywhere else

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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 
March 12, 1974 

The regular meeting of the council of the Mahoning County Medical So¬ 
ciety was held on Tuesday, March 12, 1974, at the Youngstown Club. 

Council took note of the four resolutions submitted to the Ohio State 
Medical Association by the Mahoning County Medical Society. Three of these 
were printed in the March Bulletin. The fourth, sent at a later date, is en¬ 
titled “OSMA Support for Repeal of PSRO Law.” 

Letters from OSMA were noted, stating that they had received our reso¬ 
lutions; that they received notification of our new delegate line-up; that they 
w ill reissue a new charter to us inasmuch as we cannot locate the one issued 
in 1923; and that OSMA is taking up gasoline rationing for physicians with 
the Ohio State Legislature. 

Letters were read from both OSMA and Rep. Charles Carney in answer 
to our request for information about the amount of money expended by the 
Northeast Ohio Health Care Foundation. OSMA had no information. Rep. 
Carney said that he would take appropriate action to assist us. 

A letter was read from HEW‘in which they offered to send in experts 
for peer review training for our physicians. The motion was made by Dr. 
Pichette and properly seconded, that a reply be sent expressing the attitude 
of the Mahoning County Medical Society toward government peer review. 
Motion was passed. 

A letter was read from Mr. Ihle, St. Elizabeth Hospital, in regard to 
getting interested parties together to discuss malpractice claims and how to 
handle them. The matter was referred to the Medical-Legal Commitee. A letter 
is to be sent to Mr. Ihle stating that the Medical Society agrees with the con¬ 
cept and that it has been referred to committee. The secretary was requested 
to write to New Mexico to find out how a malpractice plan is functioning 
there. 

The treasurer’s report was read. It was noted that 21 members have not 
yet paid their 1974 dues. Council approved sending to them the usual letter 
stating that their names would be published in the Bulletin if payment is not 
received by March 31st. Letter is to be sent by certified mail. 

Dr. Tandatnick, a member of the blood bank committee, reported on a 
meeting with the Red Cross committee at which agreement was reached for 
the beginning of the organization of a community blood bank along lines set 
up by the government with equal representation of hospital blood banking 
personnel, county medical society, and lay representatives. 

A new check-list for incoming physicians which is being prepared by the 
Indoctrination committee was passed around. 

Dr. Abdu, chairman, reported for the insurance committee. Discussion 
ensued concerning the advisability of having a neutral insurance agent dis¬ 
cuss policies at a future council meeting. 

Dr. Melnick and Dr. Abdu reported on a meeting that they attended 
with the Youngstown Board of Health and Model Cities at the request of Dr. 
Goldberg, member of the Board of Health. The purpose of attendance at that 
meeting was that the physicians be informed of a sliding fee schedule at the 
Model Cities clinics. 

A letter from Dr. Lieber inviting council, officers, legislative and hospital 
relations committees to an OSMA meeting at Congress Lake on March 27th 
was noted. Those free on that date will attend the meeting. 

Dr. Brucoli made the motion, properly seconded, that, starting in 1975, 
the entire cost of room and board for each delegate and alternate delegate 
attending the annual OSMA meeting be paid by the Medical Society. It was 
understood that this means a single cost when a double room is used. Motion 
was passed. 

Dr. White, program chairman, announced Marvin Edwards to be the 
speaker at March 19th meeting, to which members of the Bar Association, 
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Dental Society and Osteopathic Association and wives have been invited. He 
and Dr. Melnick urged attendance. 

The motion was made by Dr. Abdu that a letter be sent to Dr. Oscar W. 
Clark president of OSMA commending him for his leadership and giving him 
unanimous support for his letter to the secretary of HEW in regard to the 
precertification law, and that this be brought to the attention of the members 
at the March 19th meeting. (Letter was dated Jan. 23, 1974.) Motion was 
seconded and passed. 

Discussion ensued concerning a Medical Economics article in regard to 
directories of physicians being published by a group headed by Mr. Nader. 
It was suggested that area physicians not answer any questions without con¬ 
sulting Medical Society. 

Meeting was adjourned.

ALTERNATE DELEGATES: In order to be eligible for nomination and 
election to this position, a member must have served at least one year on 
Council. 

DELEGATES: In order to be eligible for nomination and election to 
this position, a member must have been an Alternate Delegate for two years, 
and attended at least one meeting of the House of Delegates of the Ohio State 
Medical Association during his (her) term as Alternate Delegate.
